A. Logan, Go mma nder-in-Chief of the Grand Army o f the Re­ 
public, to honor the memory of Union soldiers who fell in the 
Civil War. Eventually most o f the states made ita legal holiday. 
And gradually Memorial Day come to be observed in memory 
o f the warrior dead of a|l of America's wars and some conflicts 
th at are, in the modem mode, "non-wars." The 
ran ks o f the 
Union comrades have been swelled by 
their successors o f the 
Spanish Wa r a nd Wo rld War I, tha t was to ha v e ended 
all wa rs, 
only to be followed by the catastrophic World War ll. And then 
came Korea, which they said was no wor at all, 
but a "police ac­ 
tio n "—bu t war it was to the men who suffered and fought 
end died in it. Now, on this 96th Memo rial Day, American 
servicemen are dying in yet another such "non-war" in a foreign 
clime-Viet Nam. T o these, Memorial Day is dedicated, too. For 
th eir deaths are just as much sacrifices for preservation o f the 
American creed of democracy as were those made on the field 
from Bull Run to Gettysburg.

EDITORIAL 


POLITICAL ARTLESSNESS 
The Republican State Conv ention held at Springfield, last Friday 
and Saturday and for all appearances ev ery thing was sweetness and 
light—but under the surface still lurks a v ery apparent uneasinesss 
among certain state officials. 
All is not as it should be following the April 14th primary when 
Charles Percy defeated William Scott as the Republican nominee for 
Gov ernor. 
The u n easin ess seem s to be caused by the “ LH Do It My self" 
tactics so far display ed by Percy with relationship to the operation 
and manipulations of the party in Illinois. 
Sex eral instances hate been recorded which bear up the abov e 
statements despite efforts made by Republican leaders to smooth things 
ov er and striv e for party harmony in hopes for a Republican v ictory 
in Nov ember. 
One of these problems centered last weekend in Springfield around 
the delegates at large to the National Conv ention in Springfield and 
the other reached right into our own DeKalb County and City of De­ 
Kalb. 
Taking the latter first was the sacking of DeKalb businessman Ken 
Sny der as a candidate for the Board of Trustees of the Univ ersity of 
Illinois. 
Sny der, a v eteran of many sears as a civ ic and welfare leader, 
mem ber and former president of the DeKalb Board of Education and 
many other civ ic activ ities was selected by the Univ ersity Alumni 
Association as one of three Republicans for the Board to be presented 
at the Republican State Conv ention in Springfield. 
Somewhere along the line and we believ e it came from the top, 
Ken Sny der was replaced for reasons of political ex pediency bv another 
person. We cannot quarrel too much with a portion of the action, but 
w e certainly can disagree most av idly with the all ton apparent po­ 
litical naiv ete of certain persons who allowed this to happen. The ac­ 
tion as it took place could easily hav e been av oided and the feelings 
of the indiv idual originally to hav e been named as candidate for the 
Trusteeship of our largest State Univ ersity would not hav e been so 
needlessly disturbed, embarrassed and hurt. 
Again it appears, that although he is a huge success as a business­ 
man, Charles Percy has much to learn about the art of political ac­ 
tiv ity . 
Before allowing the problems to get so far out-of hand it would 
hav e been basically simple for the Republican nominee for Gov ernor 
to sit down with other party officials and discuss the situation, come 
to a mutual agreement on the subjects under discussion and then 
make public the decision. 
It appears as though the gubernatorial candidate of the Republi­ 
can party ut Illinois has some fence mending to do between now and 
Nov ember. 
Party harmony and unity for the good of the entire Republican 
slate is a definite must—and the sooner Mr. Percy understands and 
realizes this the better off the party and he will be.
